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LEAGUE POWERS WANT U.S. 


TO JOIN-IN AID TO CHINA 


Britain, France and Russia Decide to Seek 
Support With or Without Approval 
of Council. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Jan. 29.—Great Brit- 
ain, France and Russia sought the 
co-operation of the United States 
tonight in a move to extend eco- 
nomic and financial aid to China in 
its war with Japan. League of Na- 
tions circles reported the three 
Powers had decided to take such 
action either with or without ap- 
proval of the League Council. 

The decision closely followed a 
threat by Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, 
Chinee delegate, to attack the 
League and its leaders at Monday's 
council meeting if Poland persist- 


ed in blocking a League to 
aid China. aig

Hull Indicates U. S. Won't Join in 
Pact to Aid China. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull indicated today 
the United States would continue 
its policy of permitting arms ship- 
ments to both Japan and China and 
would not join in the reported 
agreement of Britain, France and 
Russia to assist China. He said at 
his press conference he had no dis- 
patches on the reported under- 
standing of the three countries to 
aid China and to ask the United 
States to collaborate with them. 
This Government has refrained 
from invoking the neutrality act 
and thus forbidding arms ship- 
ments to China and Japan. It has 
forbidden shipment of arms to 
either country in Government- 
owned vessels, however.

Postoffice Department Forbids 
Service to General 
Institute, Inc.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—A mail 
fraud order was issued today by 
the Postoffice Department against 
the General Institute, Inc., at t. 
Louis, forbidding delivery of mail 
and payment of money orders to 
the organization, a correspondence 
school specializing in civil service 
correspondence courses. 

An investigation of the firm’s 
business was conducted at the di- 
rection of Postoffice Department 
Solicitor Karl A. Crowley. At its 
conclusion, the fraud order was is- 
sued setting forth that the conce.n 
was selling “so-called civil service 
correspondence ‘courses through 
the mails upon false and fraudulent 
representations.” 


A spokesman for Postoffice in- 
spectors in St. Louis who investi- 
gated the General Institute, Inc., 
6233 Delmar boulevard, said it came 
into existence shortly after the 
Public Service Institute, Inc., which 


‘offered correspondence courses 


preparing candidates for civil serv- 
ice examinations, was put out of 


business by issuance of a fraud.

Community’s Needs . Not 


Being Adequately Met, 
Committee of Social Plan- 
ning Council Finds. 


MORE STATE MONEY 
NEEDED, IT REPORTS 


Hospitals Tell of Patients 
Unable to Obtain Proper 
Diet and Housing and in 
Want of Fuel. 


Acute and widespread distress 
due to inadequacy of relief funds 
was reported by the Social Plan- 
ning Council’s special relief com- 
mittee in a statement issued last 
night. 

Julian B. Cohn, chairman of the 
committee, said it would seek con- 
ferences with Mayor Dickmann and 
the State Social Security Commis- 
sien this week to call their atten- 


tion to the situation. The commit- 
tee’s statement said public relief 
funds must be increased, not only 
to alleviate present suffering, but 
to avoid future burdens being cre- 
ated by the failure to meet existing 


The committee, Cohn said, will 
request Mayor Dickmann’s aid in 
obtaining more State relief funds, 
holding that the State, in setting 
up the Social Security Commission, 
and increasing the sales tax to 2 
per cent to provide the commis- 
sion’s funds, had accepted respon- 
sibility.for providing rélief, 

Early in December the Social Se- 
curity Commission ed, after re- 
peated requests from Louis, to 
meet the full “food and fuel” re- 
quirements of those in need of re- 
lief. The report of Cohn’s commit- 
tee that there is “acute and wide- 
spread distress” is based on infor- 
mation obtained from privately 
supported welfare agencies in an 
effort to determine how relief 
needs have been met in the last 


month, 
Reports From Hospitals. 

Most striking were the reports re- 
ceived from the social service de- 
partments of hospitals, telling of 
mainutrition in children, of pa- 
tients failing to return for free 
and needed clinic treatments be- 
cause they lacked carfare, of dis- 
tress, caused by the eviction of sick 
persons, of the futility of prescrib- 
ing special diets for those in need 
of them, and of illnesses aggra- 
vated by worry. All these are re. 
ported to have been found in cases 
where the persons involved were 
on the relief rolls. 

The private family service agen- 
cies give another side of the pic- 
ture—applications far beyond their 
ability to assist, because funds are 
limited, from persons who cannot 
get on. the public relief roll, or from 
those receiving public relief allow- 
ances insufficient to meet their 
needs. 

The director of the social service 
department of St. Louis Univer- 
sity Hospitals mentioned six in- 
stances in which the problems of 
needy persons receiving medical 
service at these hospitals had been 
complicated by eviction from their 
homes for non-payment of rent. 
In one instance the family moved 
in with relatives, two of whom have 
active tuberculosis. In another, the 
hospital paid the family’s rent. 
What happened to the others is not 
mentioned. 

Unable to Buy Special Food. 

A report from the Jewish Hos- 
pital mentioned the time dietitians 
spent in calculating special diets 
for the sick who are receiving re 
lief, taking into account their lim- 
ited food budgets. “It is often 
found that the diet program can- 
not be carried out on account of in- 
ability of the patients to secure the 
food, and in some cases, inability

Southern Senators Say Its Side- 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Oppo- 
nents of the anti-lynching bill said 
today it was up to the Democratic 
leadership to sidetrack the meas- 
ure and thus clear the way for 
other legislation. 

Southern Senators who have fili- 
bustered against the bill since the 
session started met to discuss 
strategy. Senator Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, said afterward that speech- 
making against the bill would con- 
tinue until it was shelved. 

Other opponents of the legislation 
said they thought a motion by Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley of Kentucky 
to lay the measure aside would com- 
mand more strength than one made 
by those fighting the measure.

Ten thousand soldiers, 24 war- 
ships and eight squadrons of planes 
were selected for a part in the mass 
movement. For six days, beginning 
Wednesday, they will carry out 
mock battles and combined train- 
ing in large scale, closely guarded 
maneuvers. 
The activity was announced offi- 
to be “with a view to test- 
ing the various defenses at Singa- 
pore,” the Gibraltar of the Far Hast 
because of its dominant position as 
guard of the Malacca Straits, main 
route between the Indian Ocean 
and the China Sea. 

The Chinese-Japanese conflict has 
given added importance to the fort- 
ress which will represent an in- 
vestment of $150,000,000 when com- 
pleted two years hence. 

The speed with which planes have 

been rushed from India and Iraq 
for the maneuvers demonstrates 
Singapore’s potential power in time 
of war. 
As 10 Indian and five Iraqian 
Royal Air Force stations were thus 
depleted, it was explained they 
could be easily reinforced from 11 
near Eastern stations with head- 
quarters at Cairo. These, in turn, 
could be filled in from Britain. 

The official secrets ordinance has 
been invoked for the maneuvers, 
forbidding photographs and sketches 
of certain parts of the armed is- 
land. 

The warships are to remain here 
for the formal opening Feb. 14 of

FLAT GLASS INDUSTRY SIGNS 
WAGE AGREEMENT WITH UNION 


Adjustments to Total $120,000 a 
Year; 95 Per Oent of Industry 
Affected. 

By the Associated Press. 
CINCINNATI, Jan. 29. — Paul W. 
Fuller, president of the Federation 


of Flat Glass Workers, announced 
tonight that wage agreements af- 
fecting 95 per cent of the industry 
had been signed with manufactur- 
ers’ representatives. 

The agreements, affecting both 
the small independent manufactur- 
ers and the two big units, Libbey- 
Owens-Ford of Toledo and the 
Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., provide 
for wage adjustments to total $120,- 
000 annually, Fuller said. 

Under the adjustments, differ- 
entials between workers in similar 
jobs and different companies will 
be erased, with all employes now 
receiving wages below standard to 
be given increases. Employes re- 
ceiving higher than standard 
wages, however, will not be given 
cuts, Fuller said, and the adjust- 
ments are not to be considered as 
a general wage increase. 

Details ef the adjustments be- 
tween the Pittsburgh Plate Glass 
and Libbey-Owens-Ford workers in 
the plate, laminated and window 
glass divisions will be worked out 
at a conference in Cleveland Feb. 
7 and will be retroactive to Feb. 1.

STATED PENDING SUT 


Safety Director to Hold Up 
Action Against 28 Others 
Until Law Is Tested. 


Director of Public Safety George 
W. Chadsey said last night he had 
withdrawn his request that the po- 
lice close the Lee Theater, a neigh- 
borhood movie house at 4366 Lee 
avenue, pending a hearing Tuesday 
in an injunction suit, filed against 


city officials yesterday by owners 
of 29 theaters, including the Lee. 
Earlier in the day Chadsey had 
announced he would close the the- 
aters for failure to comply with a 
safety ordinance, adding that he 
had already requested police action 
in the case of the Lee house. He 
declared the managements had “de- 
fied the ordinance,” passed last 
June, and said he would take action 
against them this week. 

This statement followed the fil- 
ing of the injunction suit in Circuit 
Court yesterday by owners of the 
theaters, asking that the law be de- 
clared unconstitutional and that 
city officials and police be prevent- 
ed from enforcing it. Circuit Judge 
William 8. Connor set a hearing on 
an order to show cause for Tues- 
day. 

Chadsey said he decided to defer 
kis request for closing of the houses 
after having a conference with 
Judge Connor. He quoted the Judge 
as saying it would be unfair to close 
any one theater until after the 
hearing. 

Plaintiffs in the injunction suit 
operate the following movie houses: 
Baden, Star, Strand, Douglas, Ash- 
land, Compton, Lowell, Robin, Paul- 
me, Maryland, Lee, King Bee, Cri- 
terion, Queens, Salisbury, Mar- 
quette, Palm, McNair, Melba, Mich- 
igan, Virginia, Melvin, Hollywood, 
Rivoli, Senate, Bremen, Circle, Cin- 
derella and the Will Rogers.

Pacific Coast Weather Fore-

NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—None of 
today’s witnesses was able to iden- 
tify James C. McKay or William J.

Britain, Conn., and Allen Comer of 
Sioux City, Ia. 

With the . prosecution hard-hit 
by the repudiation of previous tes- 
timony by its star witness, Noble 
(Captain) John Moore, convicted 
bunko-steerer and self-styled “gen- 
tleman of the underworld,” United 
States Attorney William P. Malo- 
ney put alleged victims of the con- 
fidence game on the stand. In 
both previous trials, Moore had 
identified McKay and Graham as 
“bankers” for the swindling ring, 
taking a 15 per cent share of the 
profits in return for alleged police 
protection and for cashing the vic- 
tims’ securities. 

On the stand this week Moore 
repeatedly declared “if I so testi- 
fied, it was false.” 

Prosecutor Maloney plans to 
press the search for Moore’s 22- 
year-old wife of Alameda, Cal., who 
left California more than 10 days 
ago and disappeared. Mrs. Moore, 
another valuable witness for the 
Government, had professed fear for 
her safety before leaving her Cali- 
fornia home to come East for the 
trial. 

Tells of Losing $150,000. 

In today’s session 74-year-old Ed- 
ward K. Gilsdorff of Chicago, told 
Justice Willis Van Devanter and 
the jury that he and Mrs. Gilsdorff 
must have been “doped or hypno- 
tized” by the swindlers who got 
$150,000 from them in a race-track 
betting scheme. 

Asked if he recognized the man 
who fleeced him, Gilsdorff pointed 
at Comer. That's the man!” he 
said. He testified Comer had told 
him he pyramided a modest initial 
sum into $30000 in winnings on 
race-track bets. But when it came 
time to cash in the profits, he said, 
Comer came to him and told him 
he would be ruined unless he could 
cover the amount of the bets— 
something about “showing we could 
have paid had we lost.” 

Describes Swindle. 

Gilsdorff went home to Chicago 
and sold securities amounting to 
$150,000 to help Comer, he said. 
Gilsdorff told how he entrusted the 
money to Comer and, “he came 
back and said he had put all the 
money on a horse and it had lost.” 

“Did you ever get any part of 
the money back?” asked Prosecutor 
Maloney. “Not a cent,” replied 
Gilsdorff. 

Mrs. Mary E. Callahan of Roches- 
ter, N. Y., testified that Moore and 
Dennis Leahy figured in a fake 
race horse betting scheme which 
cost her late husband, John C. Cal- 
lahan, $130,000. 

Other witnesses recited almost 
identical tales of striking up 
friendships with strangers, of being 
lured to Reno by the promise of 
fabulous profits from inside tips 
on horse races or the stock market, 
and then being fleeced. 

The trial will be resumed Mon- 
day morning.

Wuller should have filed with the 
Circuit Court at Belleville about 
four months ago his semi-annual 
report as trustee of the Irwin es- 
tate, but the report has not yet 
been filed. There is no record of 
a court order authorizing him to 
sell the estate’s Arkansas bonds. 


No Court Order to Sell Bonds. 

Harold Baltz, a member of the 
Belleville law firm which repre- 
sented Wuller as trustee of the 
Irwin estate, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night that he had 
been actively in charge of the es- 
tate’s legal affairs and had not at 
any time filed a petition with the 
Court for authority to sell the 
bonds. He was positive the Court 
has not issued an order for their 
sale, he said. 

The attorney said his recollec- 
tion was that the bonds in the 
estate had been inventoried at more 
than $60,000. He had no way to 
tell whether any bonds are missing 
from the deposit box, he said. 

Congressman Irwin, who died 


‘five years ago, left the estate in 


trust for his niece, Agnes J. Weav- 
er of Fort Worth, Tex. 

The bank has been closed since 
Thursday, following discavery of 
Wuller’s shortage. Whether it will 
reopen or be liquidated will be de- 
termined after an audit being made 
by State bank examiners and 
agents of the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation has been com- 
pleted. The audit will require about 
two. weeks.

“That may have been a round- 
about way of appropriating money 
(relief funds) for a historic site 
but in view of the general terms 
and purposes of the act to furnish 
relief, I think it reasonable to as- 
gume that Congress contemplated 
purposes of the Historic Sites Act 
might have been carried out with- 
out additional funds,” he said. 

„It seems that if the Congress 
had intended to mean that the Sec- 
retary of the Interior should not 
have the power (to condemn his- 

toric sites) until an appropriation 
was made for each particular un- 
dertaking then it would have said 
go.” 

Judge Collet made it clear that 
he was not ruling on the contro- 
versy but was “merely thinking out 
loud” to give counsel the benefit of 
his present attitude. 

Hearing on Defense Objections. 

The hearing was on defense ob- 
jections to the Government’s mo- 
tion to strike important parts of 
answers to the five condemnation 
proceedings pending before Judge 
Collet. The Government is seeking 
to proceed block by block and simi- 
lar condemnation suits have been 
brought before the ‘other two Dis- 
trict Judges, George H. Moore and 
Charles B. Davis. 

Judge Moore has knocked out de- 
fense objections to the condemna- 
tion proceedings without a hearing 
on the merits, while Judge Davis 
has overruled the Government’s mo- 
tion to strike, thus enabling the 
property owners’ defense to be 
heard by him. 

Judge Collet, in his observations 
yesterday, indicated he considered 
the constitutional points rdised in 
defense were without merit.

Asiatic Orchids Among 5000 
On Display at Shaw’s Garden 


Latin American Types Also in Show as Well 
as a Mauve Hybrid Grown by St. Louis 
Floriculturists. 


Five thousand orchids, only part 


of one of the world’s finest public 
collections, are on display today at 
Shaw’s Garden. 


In temperatures never dropping 


below 60 degrees or going above 
70, the flowers are expected to live 


from two days to three months. 
Contrary to popular belief, they 
generally outlast all other varieties 
of flowers. But the city’s smoky 
atmosphere will close some of the 
more sensitive after a few days 
and, if the smoke is particularly 
bad, the show will last only two 
weeks. With more favorable at- 
mospheric conditions the display 
will continue for three weeks, from 
9 a. m. to 5 p. m. daily and Sunday. 

Most of the orchids were grown 
at Gray Summit from seeds gath- 
ered in the Himalays of India, and 
in Honduras, Guatemala, Panama. 
Colombia, Venezuela, Brazil, Siam, 
the Philippines and Australia. By 
crossing many seeds, the Garden 
produces huge, mauve orchids never 
grown by nature. 

Jungle Scene in Exhibit. 

A jungle scene presenting a mass 
of many varieties of orchids, as a 
layman might expect to find them, 
is part of the exhibition. It would 
be impossible to come upon a jungle 
scene just like that, however, be- 
cause so many different countries 
are represented, Superintendent 
George H. Pring said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“There are more orchids in that 
display than I saw in six trips to 
Central and South America, but if 
we made it realistic, everyone would 
go away dissatisfied,” he remarked. 
Two trees in the rear of the jun- 
gle scene, which is in the north end 
of the floral display house, demon- 
strate how orchid seeds, carried by 
the wind, lodge in crevices of the 
bark and grow there. 

Most of the orchids in the show 
grow at elevations above 5000 feet, 
but only where the temperature is 
between 60 and t70 degrees all the 
year round. Even those found in 
tropical regions always grow in 
high elevations, 

Moved When It Turned Cold. 
Wednesday, Thursday and Fri- 
day, when the temperature dropped 


as low as 6 degrees, the delicate 


orchids grown at Gray Summit 


were hauled in a heated truck 40 


miles to the garden on Tower 
Grove avenue, The double-decked 
truck was kept at a temperature 
of 55 to 60 degrees. It was loaded 
in a shed at the arboretum and was 
unloaded inside the display house, 
making six trips in all. Te prevent 
the flowers from being damaged, 
each was wrapped in a tissue pa- 
per collar tied to a stake. 

There is a wide difference of 
opinion as to which is the best 
orchid in the display, Supt. Pring 
said. Most of those sold by florists: 
are in the hybrid cattleya group, 
indicating that is usually the popu- 
lar choice, he added. Brasso-Cat- 
tleyas on display range in color 
from white to a dark mauve, They 
have large fringed lips. 


The most fragrant flower in the 
show is the Flor de Mayo from Co- 
lombia, delicate mauve in color. In 
the same shadow box is a Tulipan 
orchid, also from Colombia, a 
slightly darker mauve with purple 
throat. The third variety in the 
Cattleya group, parents of the hy- 
brid Cattleyas, is the Aurantiaca, 
which is orange-colored. 

White moth orchids from the 
Philippines, arranged in sprays, 
and blue moth orchids from Burma 
are among the most attractive in 
the show. They appear to move 
like moths in the wind, thus the 
name. 

Ferns Conceal Stems. 


Because the foliage of orchids is 
rather unsightly, several hundred 
maidenhair ferns are used to con- 
céal the orchid stems. Delicate and 
quickly affected by smoke, the ferns 
cannot be used again after the 
show. 

Lady slippers, which live three 
montis, are shown in pink, a very 
rare color, and in green. Tiger or- 
chids from Guatemala are easily 
recognizable by their stripes. Braid- 
ed orchids from Panama are small 
clusters of yellow flowers with 
braided stems. The Lady-of-the- 
Night variety, also from Panama, 
consists of a cluster of greenish 
white flowers somewhat resem- 
bling a spider. 

When sunlight streaming in on 
the display gets too bright, heavy 
shades are pulled up. In the flow- 
ering stage, the orchids get only 
enough water to keep moist.

SEGNL Italy, Jan. 29.—The worst 
munitions factory explosion. in 
Italy’s recent history killed at least 
15 workers and injured many 
others today, leaving Segni’s busi- 
ness section devastated as by on 
earthquake. 

The Red Cross estimated the tise 
jured at 200. 

Firemen working to 

flames in the ruins of the 

plant were certain they would find 
additiona] bodies when the heat and 
acrid fumes subsided enough to 
permit thorough search, 

Soldiers, policemen and fire fight- 
ers were the only persons allowed 
in the devastated area of the town 
of 10,000 inhabitants, 38 miles south- 
east of Rome. Residents were 
forced to evacuate their homes, 
— of them damaged beyond re- 


The first of three explosions oc- 
curred at 7:85 a. m. Living amid 
powder and ammunition plants, the 
town's inhabitants knew what the 
deep rumble portended, Many of 
them, concerned over relatives 
working in the factory, dashed into 
streets already littered with broken 
glass and roof tiles. 

The second explosion 15 minutes 
later was followed at 8:08 by a ter- 
rific blast which destroyed the mu- 
nitions plant. Residence roofs 
crashed, injuring persons indoors. 
Outside stairways collapsed and 
doors were splintered from their 
hinges. Virtually all clocks in Segni 
were stopped. 

Damage Nearly Mile Away. 

The windows were blown from a 
roadside chapel two-thirds of a mile 
away. 
Flames spread underground at 
the munitions works, where tons of 
wool used in making high explo- 
sives was stored. 

Authorities, fearing there would 
be additional explosions, kept all 
but rescue workers a mile from the 
smoking debris.

Reinstatement of three A. F. of 
L. union employes, discharged last 


| |May following „ “stay-in” strike 


at the Shell Petroleum Corporation’s 
Wood River (III.) refinery, was rec- 
ommended, in a National Labor Re- 
lations Board trial examiner’s re- 
port, filed yesterday. 

The report, signed by William P. 
Webb, who conducted the hearing 
at the Federal Building, last No- 
vember, recommended also that the 
company cease alleged unfair labor 
practices, including interference 


with the rights of employes to self- 
organization. The men named in 
the report are members ‘of cer oo 


F. C. Werner and W. C. Hades. 
The company contended they 
were not fired because of union ac- 
tivities, as charged in the complaint, 
but were “singled out for punish- 
ment to maintain a reasonable 
amount of discipline.” The men, 
company witnesses testified, com- 
mitted illegal acts in taking pos- 
session of and holding Company 
propery. 
In testifying at the hearing, 4 
E. Lacomble, vice-president in 
charge of the company's manufac- 
turing operations, said 21 of 96 men 
employed in the department had

6000 Workers in Factory. 

An official communique said the 
factory employed 6000 workmen. 
Altogether 12,000 are employed in 
plants in the vicinity. 

“The superintendent gave the 
first alarm after having seen 
smoke issue from a turret contain- 
ing explosives,” the communique 
said. “Immediately overseers, 
workers and firemen rushed to the 
source of the flames and started | 
to put into play 
equipment. 

“At that moment an explosion | 
occurred which caused part of the. 
factory to collapse burying those 
who assembled to extinguish the 
fire. The explosion blew out metal- 
lic and stone fragments over a con- 
siderable radius breaking all win- 
dows of the area and causing two 
or three houses to crumble. 

“After first aid almost all were 
able to return to their homés where 
they probably will recover in a few 
days. Ninety of the injured were 
given hospital treatment at Val- 
montone. Seven are still in the hos- 
pital, one in critical condition after 
a leg amputation. 

“The population maintained abso- 
lute calm after seeing the speedy 
mobilization of first aid and rescue 
equipment.” 

The communique added work in 
part of the plant would be sus- 
pended for three months, but would 
be resumed next week in less seri- 
ously affected parts of the factory. 
The comminique attributed the 
explosions to the carelessness of a 
worker who broke a compressed air 
tube. : 

Hospitals in surrounding towns 
and in Rome were jammed with 
first aid cases.

Czech-Austrian alliance. 

Schuschnigg’s Dilemma. 

Recent tightening of bonds be- 
tween the Rome pact states at 
their Hungarian conference, the 
rise of pro-Nazi Premier Octavian 
Goga in Rumania, and Yugoslav 
Premier Milan Stoyadinovitch’s 
visits to Rome and Berlin have 
made the Middle European situa- 
tion acute for Schuschnigg, inclined 
to ‘France but under Anschluss 
pressure from Germany. 

Evidence has accumulated stead- 
ily that Chancellor Adolf Hitler and 
Premier Benito Mussolini, through 
their joint efforts, have been gain- 
ing the upper hand east of the 
Rhine. 

Elder statesmen in Central Lu- 
rope and the Balkans, despite their 
post-war indebtedness and commit- 
ments to F'rane, Great Britain and 
the League of Nations, have been 
compelled to recognize that the 
younger generation of leaders has 
turned to the Fascist states. 

With their large armies, their 
new won prestige and power, and 
art of fanfare, Fascist Italy and 
Nazi Germany have captured the 
allegiance of the youth of Middle 
L -ope. 

Fascist Lures. 

Many Balkan factions have come 
to believe France and Great Britain 
are too far away for security and 
that the great democracies have 
been pushed into the background 
bz the authoritarian governments. 

With favorable trade terms and 
ready markets Germany and Italy 
have wooed the allegiance of their 
smaller neighbors. The Balkans 
have sold their wheat to Germany 
Rumania thinks of Germany as its 
best possible customer for Ruman- 
ian oll and has found another buy- 
er in Italy. 

In this changing diplomatic world 
the belief has grown in Austria that 
the only guarantee of its integrity 
lies in a Vienna-Budapest-Praha 
combination. 

There have been periodic rumors 
that Germany and Italy have sec- 
ret plans for the disposition of 
Hungary and Austria; that Ger- 
many and Yugoslavia have agreed 
to resist restoration of the Haps- 
burg monarchy to the Austrian 
throne, 

Some quarters said the rap- 
prochement of Rumania and Yugo- 
slavia with Berlin and Rome meant 
the end of the Little Entente and 
would leave Czechoslovakia isolated 
in Central Europe unless it made 
an alliance with Austria, and pos- 
sibly Hungary.

Lake Above Alton Dam 
To Be Formed in Spring 


It Will Extend 38 Miles Upstream—Expected 
To Be Center of Large Recreational 
Development.

Announcement that Alton Lake 
would be formed in the Mississip- 
pi and Illinois Rivers by closing the 
gates of the new $8,000,000 Alton 


Dam next spring was made yester- 
day by Lieutenant-Colonel P. 8. 
Reinecke, district engineer of the 
Army Engineer Corps. 

He was unable to set the date, 
as that will depend on the vagaries 
of the Mississippi, but anticipated 
that it would be in April, after the 
expected “spring rise” brings the 
water high enough. The surface of 
the lake—or, as the engineers call 
it, pool—to be created will be the 
equivalent of a 23-foot level on the 
Weather Bureau gauge at Alton, or 
two feet higher than what hereto- 
fore has been the arbitrary “flood 
stage.” At Alton yesterday the 
reading was only 5.7 feet and the 
river was falling. 

A large regional retreation cen- 
ter is expected to be established 
around the lake, which will be the 
bottom step in the Government’s 
series of 26 navigation dams be- 
tween Alton and St. Paul-Minneap- 
olis, Minn. The pool level will be 
kept fairly stationary, except in 
flood times, when the dam will be 
opened to permit uninterrupted 
flow of the high water. Conse- 
quently, there will be a splendid 
opportunity for boating in various 
forms, with deep, wide water and 
negligible current. 

Shore Land to Government. 

There have been indications that 
residents of the St. Louis region 
would utilize the surrounding 
bluffs and lowlands for summer 
homes or hunting and fishing quar- 
ters. However, on orders from 
Washington, title will be obtained 
for the Government for a strip 100 
to 200 feet wide, bordering the en- 
tire shore of the pool. There has 
been no official explanation of the 
object. Among the reasons suggest- 
ed have been establishment of 
parks, a fish and game refuge and 
an encircling scenic highway, all 
of which have been proposed. 

Alton Lake will extend 38 miles 
upstream in the Mississippi to the 
next dam, Cap au Gris, between 
Lincoln County, Missouri, and Cal- 
houn County, Illinois. This $5, 
500,000 dam, near Winfield, Mo., ts 
half finished and its lock is com- 
pleted. The lake will reach up the 
Illinois River for 80 miles, from the 
mouth at Grafton to the dam at 
Ix; Grange, III., below Beardstown. 
The dam at Kampsville, Calhoun 
County, will be removed eventually. 
Flatness, or lack of sharp drop in 
the Illinois, will be the reason for 
the extended broadening effect. 

The lake will vary from half a 
mile to two miles in width; will 
have an area of about 40,000 arces, 
or 62% square miles, and, due to 
meanderings, will have a total 
shore line of considerably. more 
than 200 miles, 

More than a quarter of the lake 
site, or about 11,410 acres, is wood- 
ed, while about 15,000 acres are * 
farm land, and the remainder con- 


stitutes. the present stream sur- 


faces. 
Cost Is Undetermined. 

Right to overflow the site hes 
beén obtained, except for a few 
plats along the upper Illinois River 
section, and officials expected to 
have those in hand by next month. 
The cost has not been determined, 
as this is still subject to Federal 
Court action in ordinary condemna- 
tion proceedings. However, the 
Government has agreed with own- 
ers as to prices to be allowed for 
about 15 per cent of the area. These 
prices have not been tabulated, 
Outright title to the property will 
be taken, except in a few isolated 
places, chiefly near the larger com- 
munities, where only flowage rights 
will be obtained. 


It was announced Friday that the 
Engineer Corps would hire 400 ex- 
perienced loggers and axmen to 
clear 4250 acres of trees, following 
rejection of private bids on the 
ground they were excessive.

“It is planned,” said Col. Rein- 
ecke, “to have all the clearing com- 
pleted by the time the Alton pool 
is raised next spring, but whether 
it is or not, the pool will be raised. 
Other than the loss of employment 
during the present winter season, 
the postponement of the clearing, 
due to high water, weather, or other 
causes, will not result in any se- 
rious disadvantage, as the pool can 
be raised and the clearing done at 
some subsequent favorable oppor- 
tunity.”

paratively small. volume having 
commercial value for lumber.

LASH WINS IN 
TWO-MILE RACES 
LOCHNER THIRD

BOSTON, Jan. 29.—Don Lash of 
Indiana, the world’s 8:58 indoor rec- 
ord holder, came bursting around 
the last bank to overhaul the vet- 
eran Joe McCluskey of the New 
York A. C., by two yards tonight 
in the two-mile feature of the 
Prout games at the Boston Garden. 
Lash was timed in 9:046 on the 
same boards he raced to his world 
mark last season. 

While it was far from Lash's best 
performance, it was the fastest two 
miles, by six full seconds, that the 
26-year-old McCluskey has run dur- 
ing his nine years of competition. 

The former Fordham runner took 
the lead from Lash on the sixteenth 
lap and remained in the van for 
all but 30 yards of the last six 
turns. During those laps Lash 
dropped back as far as fourth, be- 
hind Tommy Deckard of Indiana 
and Floyd Lechner, who represents 
the St. Louis Relay Association, but 
the record-holder was back in geo- 
ond place at the start of the gun 
lap and his tremendous closing 
drive was too much for McCluskey 
as they tore up to the tape. 

There were eight starters, but 
only five were strong enough to 
finish, Lochner in third place, Deck- 
ard fourth and last year’s Prout 
winner, Ray Sears of the St. Louis 
Relay Association, fifth. Lash 
made his record in last year’s B. A. 
A. meet. 

Glenn Cunningham, indoor and 
outdoor mile record holder, led 
Archie San Romani, his New York 
teammate and most dangerous 
rival, by 12 yards while winning 
his fourth consecutive K. of C. 
mile victory. Cunningham was 
timed in 4:138. Gene Venzke of 
the New York A. C., who has won 
three of thesé features, placed third, 
about 15 yards behind San Romani 
in the six-man field. 

Inspired by Lash's triumph, an- 
other Hoosier, Sam Miller, raced to 
an easy victory over Charlie Beet- 
ham, New York, in the 1000-yard 
race, which drew six starters. Lou 
Burns of Manhattan, last year’s 
winner, was a poor third behind 
Miller, timed in 2:16.6. 

Bill Ray of New York was 
fourth and the also rans were Don 
Fleet of Boston and Alex Northrop, 
the Harvard track captain.

“We took over a bankrupt ball 
club in 1987, paid all the bills’...

1 | ing study of the problem has been’ 


carried forward by the association 
over à period of years. The pur- 
chase of a home, he said, should 
not be based on expected future 
profit as a keynote, or on the basis 
of its being a promising specula- 
tion. The offering of homes for 
sale is, and should be, simply on 
an intelligent presentation of the 
services and satisfaction, concrete 
and intangible, that the home alone 
has to offer to the purchaser and 
his family. He added: 

“It may well be that some fam- 
ilies in every community may, pre- 
fer other things to the ownership 
of a home. But as we succeed in 
correcting, so far as we can, con- 
ditions that have discouraged own- 
ership, or put à limitation on those 
who could own their home, I have 
no fear but that desire to own a 
home, so strongly implanted in the 
thinking of the typical American 
family, can be counted upon in the 
future as in the past.” 

Neiswanger quoted reports from 
the states represented at the con- 
ference as showing dominantly 
higher selling prices for real estate 
than a year ago, adding: 

“It is increasingly apparent that 
real estate financing has been, and 
still is, moving in the direction of 
lower interest rates and longer pe- 
riods of amortization.”

longer a hidden treasure. The 
plainest of all facts is this: Soft 
cookies are an old-fashioned food, 
and must be made with due regard 
for ingredients used in remembered 
days. Many of the recipes date 
from when eight or ten or twelve 
cups of flour were the order of the 
day. Today six or seven cups of 
flour are enough for any woman ‘to 
handle, and this amount yields from 
three to four dozen large cookies. 

We have liked to store cookies in 
those old stone crocks, used for 
pickle jars, or to store mincemeat, 
when the cellar boasted such food- 
stuffs. We have used the other 
cooky jars too, the glass, the pottery, 
the closely covered tin box, the cas- 
serole;- but the stone jar we like 
best. 

Chill the dough to make it firm, 
rather than stirring in more flour. 
If possible, do not roll soft cooky 
dough; but pat it out gently with 
the palm until the proper thickness 
is reached. Bake on ungreased 
sheets, in a hot oven (400 degrees 
F.) from 10 to 12 minutes, or until 
done. Do not overbake cookies. Re- 
move them from the sheets while 
still hot and cool thoroughly on 
racks. Then pack away in the 
cooky jar. If left about the-room, 
they will dry out and while not 
hard, will become crumbly and 
crunchy in texture.

Rector Writes 


Of Inexpensive 
Meat Dishes 


‘Slow Cooking and Plenty 
of Basting Make for 
Tenderness and Flavor.“

HESE dishes that I am going to 
T mention call for inexpensive cuts 
of meats. Slow cooking and 
plenty of basting are the secret for 
the tenderness and flavor. Over in 
Europe I have seen meats in the 


‘public markets that are almost as 


black as this type and I was amazed 
at the way this meat was cooked 
for tenderness and flavor. 

A steak and kidney pie can be 
made from left-overs, but I'd rather 
have you use the raw meat. 

Tell your butcher to cut one and 
one-half pounds of chuck or round 
of beef in cubes about one and one- 
half inches. Have him slice one- 
half pound of veal or lamb kidneys 
in edible size pieces. Fry out a lit- 
tle beef fat in a sauce pan and in 
that fat brown lightly one onion 


and kidneys and brown thoroughly. 
If you have a cup of good stock 


water. Season with a teaspoon of 


pinch of cayenne pepper. Stir the 
whole mixture well, cover the sauce- 
pan, and send it on the way to 
cook. Let it simmer slowly for 
about two hours. If the sauce is 
too thin, thicken it with a little 
flour mixed to a smooth paste with 
a little water. Steak and kidney 
pie should have a fairly good quan- 
tity of sauce. That’s easy — add 
more stock or water when the meat 
is nice and tender. Transfer it to 
an earthen or glass oven-proof cas- 
serole. Let it cool. 

Now for the pastry covering. 
Chop three-quarters cup of short- 
ening coarsely into two cups of 
flour, one teaspoon of salt, and one- 
half teaspoon of baking powder 
which have been sifted together. 
Separate one egg and mix the yolk 
with one-quarter cup of water. Cut 
this into the flour mixture. Roll the 
pastry on a lightly floured board 
to about one-third inch thickness. 
Cover casserole with pastry and 
brush top with egg white. Bake in 
hot oven until nicely browned.

NOTHER of those cross-sec- 
tions of human life in the mass 
is with us, on Loew's screen.

What problems faced the mem- 
bers of the regiment, what hap- 
pened as a result is, of course, the 


conjecture of the dramatist but 
“Troopship” is very sound, very 
absorbing cinema. It is British-made 
and one has to get used to the lan- 
guage in order to appreciate it but 
otherwise it is extraordinarily in- 
telligible. 

The usual facts of birth, death 
and romance exist on the transport 
as anywhere else. The Colonel’s 
lady is going home to die, the Ser- 
geant’s wife adds another to their 
thriving family, a handsome young 
Captain glows with new affection 
for a pretty nurse. The picture has 
some happy endings, some best so- 
lutions, some tragedy averted and 
in the case of the Colonel and his 
wife a deeply poignant accent. 

The production is one of some 
scope. Although land scenes are 
few, Gilbraltar is shown in all of 
its fortified glory and the docking 
at Southampton compares with the 
departure for the Boer War in 
“Cavalcade,” 

Leslie Banks, usually devoted to 
younger roles, plays the Colonel and 
Flora Robson, last spring’s Queen 
Elizabeth in “Fire Over England,” 
is his wife. Sebastian Shaw makes 
an upstanding Captain and Patri- 
cia Hilliard is the nurse. Leonora 
Corbett as Shaw’s- ex-sweetheart at- 
tracts attention, too. 

“Troopship,” however, is con- 
stantly interesting and especially 
timely in that it presents the at- 
titude of the Empire in a period of 
stress. 

“Man-Proof,” Loew's headlining 
feature, is one of those gossy ro- 
mantic comedies in which popular 
stars chase each other around in 
the ring and eventually land in the 
lap of matrimony. The teams for 
the present bouts: Myrna Loy vs. 
Franchot Tone and Rosalind Rus- 
sell vs. Walter Pidgeon. 

Nobody keeps in his corner, of. 
course, since Myrna is chasing aft- 
er Pidgeon. Miss Loy, who always 
has a few new variations in her 
performances and a lot of new 
clothes, does not disappoint. Neith- 
er does anyone else. “Man-Proof” 
moves along without interruption, 
permits us movie-goers to associ- 
ate for the time with the smart set, 
and ends on a comedy note. It's

Every Day’s a Holiday. 
AE WEST is another star of 
the week who gets a great deal 
of teamwork to help her along, 
in “Every Day’s a Holiday,” at the 
Fox. Thanks to the aid of Charles 


Winninger, Charles Butterworth, 
Walter Catlett, Herman Bing and 
others, the new picture is the best 
West production since “Belle of the 
Nineties.” And it is virtually with- 
out blemish, even for the censors. 
No one would ever expect Mae 
West to be exactly as pure as snow 
in one of her pictures but her ac- 
tivities in the present instance run 
to larceny and fraud. She sells 
the Brooklyn Bridge, steals from 
show windows, impersonates a 
French actress, lifts police records 
out of the files and bribes the 
henchmen of the crooked candidate 
for Mayor of New York. All this 
happens early in the New Year, 
1900, or a few hours before. 
Mistress of swagger and snappy 
crack, Miss West, who writes her 
own screen plays, takes full advan- 
tage of the role. Her Peaches 
O’Day is a genial sinner who car- 
ries blackjacks and brass knucks 
around in her handbag, yet with 
such good humor that nobody takes 
her seriously. This is the kind’ of 
thing Mae West does uniquely well 
and Friday's audience at the Fox 
plainly enjoyed her in the role. 
The events of the film have to 
do only with candidacy of honest 
Edmund Lowe for Mayor and 
Peaches’. methods of building up 
his campaign. The whole effort is 
very, very gaslight and a good ca- 
ricature of the times it portrays. 
“Night Club Scandal,” same pro- 
gram, is an artificially constructed 
crime story in which Dr. John Bar- 
rymore strangles his faithless wife 


the journalistic snooping of Lynne 
Overman and the detective efforts 
of Charles Bickford, the villain is 
foiled and an innocent man saved 
from the chair. The melodrama 
keeps a good pace and the sus- 
pense in the last sequence is high- 
ly effective.

The film, in conventional docu- 
mentary style, shows scenes in Ber- 
lin and German homes, discrimina- 
tion against Jews, military dis- 
plays for Hitler and for the last 
third of its length is devoted to the 
Nazi sympathizers in this country. 
Definitely anti-Nazi in its tone and 
content, the short subject is never- 
theless presented in calm, journal- 
istic fashion.

The guest conductor lived here 
and received his musical education 
here until he was 15 years old, 
when he entered the Royal Aca.

Hess String Quartet and appeared 


extensively as a violin soloist in Eu- 


rope. He made his American debut 
as a guest artist with the St. Louis 
Symphony in 1915 and followed his 


initial bow with many concerts in 


other cities. 

When Walter Damrosch, noted 
symphonic leader, retired as con- 
ductor of the New York Oratorio 
Society, Stoessel was appointed in 
his place. Later Stoessel became 
musica] director of the Worcester 
Festival and Chautauqua Institution, 
positions which he still holds. To 
day he is also head of the Opera 
and Orchestra Department of the 
Juilliard Graduate School in New 
York. Among his own brilliant mu- 
sical works is the “Concerto Grow 
so,” 
in St. Louis last season. At that 
time Stoessel made his first visit 
here in 15 years. 

Brahms’ Fourth Symphony was 
written in the summers of 1884 and 
1885 and had its first world per 
formance at Meiningen, Oct. 23, 
1885. Vienna didn’t like it but the 
passing years proved those who had 
heard the work for the first time 
were wrong, for the symphony to 
day is recognized as one of the 
greatest masterworks of music. It 
is exactly four years ago this 
month that the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra last played the Fourth 
Symphony. 

The London Philharmonic So 
ciety requested Mendelssohn to or 
chestrate the scherzo movement of 
his Octette for strings to be used 
in place of the minuet of his C 
Minor Symphony, and for many 
years the arrangement remained 
the exclusive property of the s0- 
ciety. In 1911 it was published and 
since that time it has had many 
performances throughout the world,

K tna.” a free rhapsody, in Hun- 

garian folk dances, was written 
in 1933 for the eightieth anniver- 
sary of the Budapest Philharmonie 
Society. It traverses in a single 
movement the entire gamut of 
Magyar musical idiom. After a free 
rhapsodic introduction in slow 
tempo, various gay and wild folk 
dances are introduced and contrast 
ed with sustained melodies of im 
passioned lyric character. In spite 
of the comparatively simple orches 
tration, the piece makes the fullest 
virtuoso demands on the players 
and exploits each instrument with 
telling effect. 

Stoessel began work on his opera, 
“Garrick,” in January, 1936, and 
completed it in December of the 
Same year. In 1937 it had four 
successful performances in New 
York, two at Chautauqua and one 
at the Worcester Festival, all un- 
der direction of the composer. The 
opera's book, by Robert A. Simon, 
noted music critic, tells the story 
of David Garrick, eighteenth cen- 
tury English actor, and his lady- 
love, Peg Woffington. The suite 
was arranged from musical parts 
in the second act. While true to 
the form of the old dances, the 
music is of today with even a hint 
of jazz idiom. The composer has 
said he feels that syncopation is 4 
characteristic of the prosody of the 
English language, rising out of thé 
stresses and accents of natural com 
versation.

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What Roosevelt, as leader of 
the Democratic party, does in this 
jpitial case will be a carefully 
studied precedent for the other 
gnatorial primaries throughout 
the country.

Other Candidates Mentioned. 


Several other candidates have 
been mentioned. The most out- 
standing is Michael L. Igoe, United 
States District Attorney at Chi- 
cago, former Congressman-at- 
large, and a natfonal committee- 
man for the State from 1930 to 
1932. When the Illinois news- 
papers announced this week that 
„de would be a candidate against 
Dieterich, he characterized the 
saying 
that he was too busy with crim- 
inal cases to make a statement. 
That is a politician’s answer. His 
friends say flatly that he will be 
& candidate, and, as Chicagoan, 
will receive the votes of the Kelly- 
Nash machine. 


Petitions have been circulated 
“down-state” for Igoe, with the 
argument that he would be the 
harmony candidate on whom Hor- 
her and the Kelly-Nash crowd 
could agree.

In 
the latter incident, he told friends 
that pressure from the Kelly-Nash 
Chicago crowd had made him 
break his pledge to Harrison, who 
was defeated by one vote. Harri- 
son’s friends are convinced that 
the pressure on Kelly and Nash 
came from Washington. 


Farley’s Announcement. 

Whatever the President does 
for Dieterich, if he does anything, 
will be in the face of a contrary 
announcement this week by Chair- 
man Farley of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, who always in- 
sists that the Washington organi- 
zation keeps its hands off all 
local primaries.

Nippon Must Dominate Asia 


If She—And China With Her| 


—Is to be Saved From 


National Extinction.

T last Nippon is in for the final, for a 
A knockout decision; a once-for-all house- 

cleaning of all tortuous tangles in the 
Sino-Nippon relations which have been 
plaguing the East for ages. In 1904 she 
staked her national existence in a fight 
against Russia. But that was to beat back 
a nightmare avalanche from without—an af- 
fair around outer fences. This time she is 
dealing with a festering sore deep down with- 
in the bosom of Eastern Asia—one that 
threatens her as well as all other Asian races 
with sure and inescapable death. It is call- 
ing for heroic surgery; she has taken up her 
scalpel. She will permit no foreign interfer- 
ence whatsover here. Plainly, therefore, the 
present. crisis is infinitely bigger and more 
significant than the Russian war of 33 years 
ago. 

One thing is clear even to a donkey run- 
ning along an Asian highway: a constant 
and hearty co-operation between the peories 
of Nippon and China—that and that alone— 
can work out the destiny of Asia. Nobody 
knows this better than Nippon, and she 
knows also that the two things poisoning 
the atmosphere between the two peoples are 
the drunken orgy of China’s own war lords 
and politicians, and the Red Communism 
eating into the heart of China from without. 
Nippon is out today to put a potter’s field 
wooden cross over these common enemies of 
the Chinese people and of the lasting peace of 
Eastern Asia. 

Nippon has no quarrel whatever with the 
people of China. Our treatment of the Chi- 
hese who are living in Nippon today is the 
most convincing comment on this point. In 
Hokkaido, Northern Nippon, a Chinese com- 
mitted suicide rather than be compelled to 
return to his own native home a little over 
a month ago. The Chinese in Nippon were 
happy and well protected, enjoying all the 
freedom of a Nippon citizen, even while the 
infamous Tungchow massacre was all over 
the front pages of our newspapers. 

A historic fact dominates Asian scenes 
like a Fuji, namely: without Nippon there 
can be no China. Suppose Nippon had chos- 
en to play safe and crawled into her shell 
on her own tight little island in the fall of 
1904? Suppose again that Nippon had gone 
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Japan’s Progress Toward

8 Czarist Russia failed to with- 

draw her troops from Manchuria 
after the Allied participation in the Boxer 
rebellion Japan declared war. This was 
in 1904. Russia was disastrously defeated 
and agreed in the Treaty of Portsmouth 
to evacuate Manchuria. In historical 
perspective this now looms up as Japan's 
first great thrust toward the domination 
of Asia which is now her frankly pro- 
fessed purpose. 

Her second thrust came in 1932 when 
she consolidated her economic infiltration 
of Manchuria by causing Manchuria to be 
set up as a separate state called the Re- 
public of Manchoukuo. Though Henry 
Pu-Yi, “Baby” Emperor of China and 
Manchu Prince was formally instituted as 
Dictator of Manchoukuo, its status is vir- 
tually that of a Japanese dependency. 

The third great thrust—her undeclared 
war in China—is now in process. Yosuke 
Matsuoka, former chief of Japan's dele- 
gation to the League of Nations, says it 
will be the knockout blow that will finally 
establish Japan as the ruling power in 
Asiatic affairs.

Conclusions of Finding. 

The gruelling nerve-wracking 
strain that a modern pilot endures 
is too much for the human sys- 
tem, Capt. Armstrong concludes. 
It is plain from his report that 
flyers and scientists are only be- 
ginning to appreciate the effect of 
long and sustained flight on the 
nervous system. 

It would be difficult to over- 
state the significance of Arm- 
strong’s quietly phrased conclu- 
sion: 

“It is impossible for medicine 
to do more than to study the ef- 
fects of flight and to make proper 
recommendations. It is neither 
the power or the knowledge to 
carry out those things which it 
feels should be done. It is hoped 
that those who are in a position 
to remedy the existing conditions 
will devote a proportionately 
greater amount of effort to im- 
prove this phase of aviation. To- 
day the human element in flight 
is the weakest link. No campaign 
for safety or progress can be suc- 
ceasful until that link has been 
properly strengthened.” 

It has been shown Armstrong 
said, that 11 per cent of all pilots 
and 50 per cent of pilots above 
the age of 30 suffer from “mild 
functional neuroses.” A smaller 
percentage suffer from various 
acute mental ills, such as anxiety, 
or compulsion neuroses and are 
wholly ineapacitated. Still others 
give way to a complete mental 
breakdown. From the physical 
standpoint there is an abnormal 
rate of deterioration which re- 
sults in retirement at an age ap- 
proximately 10 years earlier than 
would normally be expected.” 
And this is all the more startling 
when it is recalled that pilots are 
chosen from the mentally and 
physically superior. 

Disqualified by Tenseness. 

Despite the fact that since the 
World War, the Air Corps has 
had a special medical section and 
a medical research laboratory to 
study the whole question of pilot 
selections, it remains true today 
that 45 to 55 per cent of Air 
Corps candidates for flight train- 
ing are eventually disqualified be- 
cause of tenseness on the control 
and other manifestations,” Arm- 
strong reported. 

It is difficult to pass the phy- 
sical examination for flying,” 
Armstrong declares in his report, 
“because one must be physically 
normal in every respect, must pos- 
sess a stable nervous system, and 
must be intelligent. Few men 
combine these three attributes. 
It is difficult to learn to fly be- 
cause one must be able to repress 
his instinct of self-preservation, 
his inherited fear of falling and 
must possess an inherent ability 
to learn to fly quickly and well, 
just as some individuals have an 
inherent ability to learn to play 
a musical instrument quickly and 
well.” From this it is obvious 
that a pilot is not required to

“Intelligence is necessary in 
flying and has its advantages but 
it also has its disadvantages. A 
mind composed of fine quality 
fibre is normally also one of deli< 
cate fibre. The intelligent mind is 
more irritated by disagreeable 
sounds and situations and is more 
easily fatigued by bodily pain and 
discomfort than the dull mind. In- 
telligence recognizes the presence 
of danger and appreciates the 
value of safety. The higher the

Factors for Fatigue. 


In some detail Capt. Armstrong 
analysized the factors of air craft 
design and operation making for . 
dangerous fatigue. He listed 
among other factors, wind, cold, 
noise, and vibration. Wind it has 
been found, is a source of great 
annoyance and “a definite cause 
of fatigue.” Cold slows both the 
physical and mental processes of 
the pilot and “if severe enough 
leads to loss of judgment and 
even to delirium.” Fatigue results 
from being subjected to cold. Too 
little or too much illumination or 
glare from shiny metal surfaces, 
from clouds, water or show, pro- 
duces eye-strain that also con- 
tributes to bodily fatigue. This is 
produced too, by the constant 
necessity for shifting the gaze 
from near objects in the cockpit 
to objects far away on the ground 
and this is particularly true at 
night, with the cockpit lights, 
making it necessary to adjust the 
eyes rapidly not only for distance, 
but for dark and light. 

Vibration, like noise, produces 
fatigue, Capt. Armstrong found, 
The motion of a ship at sea, he 
said in his report, may be com- 
pared to an extremely coarse vi- 
bration. As the ship rolls all ot 
the muscles of the body involun- 
tarily called in play to maintain 
equilibrium and prevent a fall and 
painful injuries. In vibration of 
the magnitude found in air craft 
each phase of the motion is trans- 
mitted to the brain as the begin- 
ning, of a loss of equilibrium and 
the body is continuous tense in 
preparation for the correction of 
an anticipated loss.” 

The deleterious effects of care 
bon monoxide are so well known, 
Armstrong pointed out, that it is 
not necessary to cite them in de- 
tail. It has been established, he 
added, that repeated small doses, 
as one might get in an airplane 
cockpit in the fumes of unburned 
gasoline, are much more harmful 
than one single large dose,

It was Judge O'Malley's 
view that Sec. 10,619, under which the Circuit At- 
torney first acted, was a special law, and was super- 
seded by Sec. 10,315, whose provisions for the burn- 
ing of ballots after one year’s time are more rigid. 
At seems to me,” said the Judge, “that it would 
be a clear violation of the statute for the Court to 
permit an inspection of the ballots long after they 
should have been destroyed.” 

In making his ruling, Judge O’Malley pointed out 
that, while the ballots themselves are the best evi- 
dence of election corruption, they are not the only 
evidence. He clearly implied that the Circuit At- 
torney might proceed with the prosecution by using 
other evidence, but this invitation has not been ac- 
cepted, 

In any case, the ballots which are held to be 
theoretically burned are actually in existence at the 
Election Board office, but the authorities may not 
open the boxes pending the decision of the Supreme 
Court. 

With full appreciation for the burden of work 
that devolves upon the court, it. is respectfully urged 
that, in a case of such profound public importance 
as this one, action at the earliest moment is highly 
desirable.

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A CHECK ON GAS IN BUSSES. 

As many regular patrons of bus lines have found 
out through experience, bus company operators all 
too frequently permit their equipment to become 
faulty and fill the air which the passengers must 
breathg with nauseating fumes. Illinois, therefore, 
takes the lead in an important public health mat- 
ter in its decision to test the air in highway and 
city motor busses operating within its boundaries. 

As planned by the State Commerce Commission, 
which has charge of bus line franchises, the testing 
| campaign will join the services of the State Highway 
and Public Health departments, with crews of in- 
spectors checking busses in Chicago and downstate. 
Busses will be checked while in operation for some 
15 minutes and the presence or absence of carbon 
monoxide in the bus scientifically determined. 

One of the first cities selected for tests is Bast 
St. Louis. These tests should not be confined to 
Kast St. Louis city busses, but should conducted 
on all busses operating through Hast St. Louis. As 
it happens, the East St. Louis lines are using rela- 
tively new equipment, whereas some of the busses 
which pass through Bast St. Louis on their way to 
St. Louis from further out in Illinois are veritable 
poison gas factories on wheels.

Joseph Shelley Decker, a planter near Clarksdale, 
Miss., has been convicted in Federal Court on a 
peonage charge and sentenced to three years in 
prison. He was charged with holding in forced servi- 
tude a Negro man and ‘his common-law wife, the 
latter of whom was chained to her bed and guarded 
with a shotgun. 

One of the contentions of the defense was that 
the Negro man owed Decker $175 and that the only 
chance to get it appeared to be to keep him on the 
farm. The woman was held because it was shrewdly 
deduced that if she were kept, the man would 
not leave without her. But the time is several 
centuries past when persons may be deprived of 
their liberty for non-payment of debt.

Taken to a cave on the outskirts of the 
town, “Red Chief” tried to scalp one of the kidnap- 
ers with a butcher knife and later attempted to burn 
the other at the stake. After two days, the abduc- 
tors not only waived the $2000 ransom they had 
asked, but paid the father $250 to take the boy back, 
and no questions asked.

Monopoly vs. Economic Freedom 


Concentration of wealth and monopolization of industry have led to restrictive counter 


movements by agriculture and labor, says adviser to President; continuation of 


this trend will bring an economic impasse calling for à dictatorship; alternative 
is to break up monopolies and to restore a “free market and free initiative.”

HE concentration of wealth and income 
T into a few hands, and the concentration 

of business into larger units of control, 
have been troubling the American people 
tor more than half a century. The anti- 
trust laws were passed in 1890, the income 
tax was tried a few years later and was 
finally validated by constitutional amtnd- 
ment in 1913. But the efforts to stop con- 
centration have not yet been successful. 

In 1909, business concerns controlling more 
than one plant had 8 per cent of the estab- 
lishments in the country, with one-third of 
the wage earners. In 1929, such concerns 
had 12.5 per cent of the establishments, with 
nearly half of the wage earners, In 1860, 
corporations did 14 per cent of the nation’s 
business; in 1929, 58 per cent. 


i 

Whatever effect these developments may 
have had on operating efficiency, they lim- 
ited the opportunities of farmers and wage 
earners, Farmers are obliged to sell in a 
market controlled by the buyers and to buy 
in a market controlled by the sellers. Work- 
ers have found their freedom of choice lim- 
ited by the growing size and power of in- 
dustrial concerns and by the ability of em- 
ployers to resist strikes and even to make 
a profit out of curtailed production and 
scarcity prices. 

After two generations of unsuccessful at- 
tempts to control the power of big business 
by legislation, the farmers have called upon 
the Government to help them maintain farm 
prices by the restriction of production. La- 
bor has also learned how to maintain mo- 
nopoly wage rates in the building trades 
at the expense of praduction, and labor 
unions are growing in numbers and power. 

If business is allowed to organize under 
centralized financial management, in order 
to limit production and to get for its con- 
trolling group a larger share of a smaller 
national total, then farmers and wage earn- 
ers must in self-defense organize for the 
same purpose, and small independent enter- 
prise will be squeezed out. 


But a country made up of three such 
powerful blocs, each one dedicated to pre- 
venting production so as to get a larger 
share of a smaller total, will not be able 
to get the benefits of either technology or 
capitalism. High technology will not work 
except on full production schedule; a_stop- 
page throws it into staggering losses. Cap- 
italism will not work except in a free mar- 
ket; monopoly practices throw it into con- 
vulsions such as the one through. which we 
have lately been passing. 

Big business has led in the abandonment 
of capitalism. Agriculture and labor must 
follow unless we can find a way to prevent 
private monopoly. by legisiation. The future 
of liberty in America will depend largely 
on which alternative is chosen. 

The first alternative is to accept the con- 
centration of business as unavoidable, and 
to use the Government to help farmers and 


workers to concentrate for their own pro- 
tection. The result will be a plague of idle- 
ness and poverty on all three of their houses, 
which can be lifted only by a dictator, and 
not for long even by him. 

The second alternative is to consider the 
nationwide organization of farmers and of 
labor as temporary defenses against big 
business, and to fight a determined battle 
for the breaking up of private monopoly 
and for the restoration of the free market. 
The second alternative would lead toward 
the restoration of free initiative. It will 
call for vision on the part of labor and farm 
leaders, and for stubborn resistance to every 
kind of concentrated private power on the 
part of Americans in general, 

Organized bargaining power is so much 
better than economic helplessness that 
those who have been helpless may easily 
mistake it for freedom, But the two are 
not the same, 

Freedom for a farmer would be more than 
assurance of a controlled and favorable mar- 
ket. Freedom would consist of the knowl- 
edge that there were so many unfilled jobs 
in the city that he could quit farming if 
he cared to do so. Freedom for a wage- 
earner would be something beyond member- 
ship in a strong union, Freedom would con- 
sist.of the knowledge that he could quit 
one job and find another, or go into busi- 
ness for himself, or go back to the farm, 
with a fair chance of success. Freedom 
for farmer or wage earner cannot exist if 
production is so restricted that millions are 
unemployed. 
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The dangers to freedom are serious and 
may be fatal. Alarmed by the growing in- 
security of business and industry, we may 
cling to outworn ways too long and be 
swept by panic into dictatorship. Lured 


by the pleasures of new mechanical gadgets, 


we may waste our patrimony in the mu- 
sion of wealth until we wake up to find 


ourselves one of the “have-not” nations, 


forced to fight with the other wolves for 
foreign resources to exploit.

Declares in Kansas Broadcast 
It Threatens to ‘Hitlerize’ 
U. S. Government. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 29. — Dr. 
Glenn Frank told Republicans to- 
night their party “must be more 
faithfully expressive of the Amer- 
ican spirit than the Fascist pro- 
gram of the New Deal,” which, he 
said, “threatens to Hitlerize what 
was once democratic self-govern- 
ment.” 

Frank, chairman of a National 
Republican program committee of 
more than 150, called to meet in 
Chicago, Feb. 28, made a broadcast 
address at the Kansas day banquet 
celebrating the seventy-seventh an- 
niversary of the State’s admission 
to the union. 

With former Gov. Alf M. Landon, 
1936 Republican Presidential nomi- 
nee, and Chairman John D. N. 
Hamilton sitting nearby, Frank 
epunciated a five-point creed he 
said was expressive of the mood 
in which the party should approach 
its responsibilities. 

At a luncheon meeting’ earlier, 
Landon said of Frank that “we are 
proud to have as our guest a man 
who was a victim of another man 
who talks free speech and then de- 
nies it to the people of Wisconsin.” 
Landon apparently referred to the 
controversy in which the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Philip La Follette 
replaced Dr. Frank as president of 
the University of Wisconsin. 

“Political Royalism.” 

“Incredible as it sounds,” said 
Frank, “the New Deal is séeking 
slavishly to duplicate all the tech- 
niques employed by big business in 
the éarly years of the twentieth 
century. . Political royalism 
takes the place of. economic royal- 
ism. ... American millions stand 
to gain no more from monopoly un- 
der politicians than from monopoly 
under business men. . American 
liberalism has been betrayed in its 
own household with the Judas kiss 
of a new despotism.” 

Frank said the Republican party, 
first, “must be more sensitive to 
the human needs of the millions 
than many political programs of 
the last quarter century have been.” 

Secondly, he said, the party must 
“awaken the American millions to 
the certain destruction of. self-gov- 
ernment involved in much of the 
legislation that has, in the last five 
years, been pressed for passage by 
Congress. The menace to demo- 
cratic self-government in these

Dieterich, His 
Plight a Test

settled by the appointment of the 
proper man to fill the vacancy on 
the Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals 
created last week by the death of 
Judge Charles H. Moorman of Ken- 
tucky. Chandler cannot succeed 
himself as Governor, because of the 
Kentucky law, and is ambitious to 
sit in the Senate. The deal now 
discussed in Washington and Louis- 
ville is that the President appoint 
Senator Marvel Mills Logan to the 
vacancy on the Court of Appeals 
bench, which would permit Chand- 
ler to name a chair-warmer“ to 
Logan’s place until he is ready to 
take over the senatorial duties, or 
to make a deal with his Lieutenant- 
Governor to appoint him directly to 
Logan's seat. 

This is not so fantastic as it 
sounds. The President has not been 
above using the Federal judiciary 
for political patronage, and Logan 
was indorsed for Justice Suther- 
land’s place on the Supreme Court 
by the Chandler-controlled Ken- 
tucky Legislature just before the 
President selected another Ken- 
tuckian, Solicitor-General. Stanley 
Reed, for the high position. 

There is one trouble with this ar- 
rangement so far as the ambitious 
Chandler is concerned. Voters in 
other states have not taken kindly 
to Governors who talk about resign- 
ing so their Lieutenant-Governors, 
on succeeding to the zovernorships 
can appoint them to the Senate. The 
last Governor to try that trade was 
John E. Erickson, Democrat, of 
Montana, who resigned in March, 
1933, to be appointed to the Senate 
seat made vacant by the deatt. of 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh. More 
than a year later, he ran third in 
the Democratic senatorial primary. 

Unfortunately for Dieterich, Illi- 
nois is not in the Sixth Federal Cir- 
cuit. He would, in fact, rather be 
a Federal Judge than a Senator, 
and there may be a realization in 
the hope in the creation of a new 
district judgeship in Illinois. He 
has had no experience as a Judge, 
but this has not proved a bar in 
other Roosevelt judicial appoint- 
ments, and even if there isn’t a 
Federal judgeship available for him, 
there may be some other Federal 
position. There often is when the 
White House starts looking around.

Not only are 20 to 
40 instruments to be checked but 
‘there are flaps and landing gear to 
be operated, throttle mixture con- 
trol, manifold pressure and propel- 
ler settings to adjust, radio com- 
munications to be maintained, navi- 
gation problems to be worked, and 


carried on in flight. 
The Safety Factor. 

“To carry out this program suc- 
cessfully the pilot must concentrate 
his attention as best he can on 
many individual problems and pass 
successively from one to another 
and thereby is exposed to all of the 
classic elements for incurring men- 
tal fatigue. It is a fair estimate to 
say that under good daylight fly- 
ing conditions the average well 
trained pilot has a fairly. good safe- 
ty factor, that at night or in bad 
weather he has a safety factor of 
one and that in bad weather with 
a failure of navigation or radio 
equipment he has no safety fac- 
tor at all. 

This narrow margin of safety in 
the human is low as compared to 
that required of the airplane. 

“It must be remembered that ev- 
ery pilot who is involved in a 
crash due to pilot error is sitting 
in the nose of the airplane and is 
the first to hit. It is to be as- 
sumed that since his life is at stake, 
he does all that he is capable of to 
protect himself. Should he fail 
there can only be four explanations 
which may be considered valid. If 
it is shown that the pilot was not 
mentally or physically fit, then the 
flight surgeon, who is charged with 
his care, is at fault, and the acci- 
dent should be charged to doctor’s 
error. If it can be shown that the 
pilot was lacking in flying tech- 
nique or experience then the acci- 
dent should be charged to “Em- 
ployment Managers’ Error.” If it 
can be shown that any of his equip- 
ment failed then the accident should 
be charged to “Material Failure.” 
Finally if it can be shown that ac- 
cident was due to multiplicity of 
duties which caused him to forget, 
to make an erroneous calculation 
or to overlook a fact which would 
have been obvious under less try- 
ing conditions then the accident 
should be charged to “Airplane De- 
sign Error.” 

Pilot Error a Misuse. 

The phrase, “pilot error” Arm- 
strong implied is a misuse of terms, 
since it is necessarily based upon 
impossible premise that perfect pi- 
lots exist. Any deviation from this 
mythical perfection is put down to 
“pilot error,” which is scarcely fair 
to the working pilots who fly the 
nation’s airways. 

With regard to operation of the 
plane, Armstrong has found that 
night flying is more fatiguing than 
day flying. Blind flying is “extreme- 
ly fatiguing” because, as in night 
flying, orientation is so difficult. In 
blind flying most pilots tend to 
become disoriented in space and 
slightly air sick in rough air. It 
has repeatedly been demonstrated 
that what one sees and what one 
feels during blind flying are two 
distinct and contrary sensations 
which lead to mental confusion 
and which can only be overcome by 
considerable mental fatigue.” 

Blind Flying Added Burden. 

“Blind flying is a good example 
of what has been termed an aid to 
flying with the implication that is 
an aid to the pilot. As a matter of 
fact this, plus most all of the other 
aids to flying, is simply an aid to 
operations and an added burden 
to the pilot. Without blind flying 
equipment, flying would not be at- 
tempted in adverse weather. Like- 
wise flaps don’t slow the modern 
airplane down to that of the older 
planes but simply slowe it down 
to a landing speed less than it would 
have without it. Today the pilot 
lands faster than ever before and 


has an extra gadget to work. The 


point being stressed ig that with 
each improvement in the airplane 
there occurs a relative loss of ef- 
ficiency of the pilot.” 

But perhaps the most serious fac- 
tor in connection with the opera- 
tion of the plane is anoxemia or 
oxygen-want which increases with 
altitude. There is a heated contro- 
versy, according to Armstrong, as 
to when this oxygen-want actually 
impairg the pilot’s ability. It is in 
reality a form of suffocation. 

“During the war,” Armstrong re- 
ported, “all Army Air Corps pilots 
were given an altitude tolerance 
test up to the point where uncon- 
sciousness occurred or was about 
to occur, This point, at which the 
subject was in a state of complete 
mental and physical collapse and 
approaching actual death, was 
taken as the altitude tolerance of 
the individual and he was assured, 
and he believed, that he was capa- 
ble of flying an airplane efficient- 
ly up to that point. 

“Unfortunately, this belief still 
exists in many quarters. The idea 
is as fallacious ag believing that a 
man can fly efficiently when he 
has had one less drink of whisky 
than is necessary to cause him to 

out. As a matter of fact, it is 
probably safer to fly with an in- 
toxicated pilot than one suffering 
from a severe anoxemia at high al- 
titude for the former would tend 
to sober u in time, while the latter 
would continually grow worse. 

When to Take Oxygen. 

“The specific altitude at which 
oxygen should be administered to

CITY HIGH SCHOOLS TO START 
COURSES IN HOUSE BUILDING 


Study Calculated to Prepare Stu- 
dents for Time They May Buy 
Their Own Homes. 

A course in home construction 
planning will be given in the high 
schools with the start of the new 
semester tomorrow, Superintendent 
of Instruction Henry J. Gerling an- 
nounced yesterday. The purpose, 
he said, was to give students some 
knowledge about the chief real es- 
tate investment most of them may 
make in life—their own homes. 

Simple floor plans will be drawn 
by the boys and girls but special 
aptitude in drawing will not be re- 
quired. Beauty, efficiency and 
economy in home planning will be 
emphasized. Some of the topics 
will be: the site and its value, ac- 
cessibility and location; excavation 
and relation of soil and foundation; 
walks and drives; general construc- 
tion; plumbing, heating and elec- 
trical equipment; millwork; inter- 
ior and exterior finish; avoidance 
of termites, and landscaping. 

Among sources of material for 
the courses have been the Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects, Better 
Business Bureau, technical period- 
icals and trade catalogues. Samples 
of building materials will be ex- 
hibited. In the spring, the classes 
will visit subdivisions to inspect 
homes in various stages of son- 
struction. 


subject to a definite answer. It de- 
pends on the individual, on the al- 
titude at which he resides, on the 
rate of climb, on the duration of 
stay at altitude, on the frequency 
of altitude flights and the time 
elapsed since a previous flight at 
altitude. Probably the most correct 
and simplest answer to the ques- 
tion is that oxygen should be ad- 
ministered at any altitude above 
that at which the individual resides. 
This answer is based on purely 
medical considerations and offers 
little compromise with the aero- 
nautical engineer who for years, 
along with the pilot, have induced 
medical science to perjure itself in 
an attempt to reconcile what should 
be, with what could be.” 

In the laboratory at Wright Field 
animals were subjected to an alti- 
tude pressure equivalent to 12,000 
to 14,000 feet for four hours daily. 
The animals gradually lost weight, 
became anemic and after five 
weeks 75 per cent of them were 
dead. This, Capt. Armstrong add- 
ed, is rather convincing proof that 
mild degrees of anoxemia are not 
so innocuous “as many would have 
us believe.” 

Armstrong’s digest of his find- 
ings made a strong impression upon 
scientists, air line executives and 
pilots attending the sessions of the 
Aeronautical Institute at Columbia 
University. This whole field is also 
under study at the Bureau of Air 
Commerce here. Dr. W. H. Miller 
of the bureau, in charge of the 
study, has begun to co-ordinate the 
findings of a number of private lab- 
oratories pilot skill and 
capacity. It is com tively an un- 
explored field. Man has adventured 
into the air with very little knowl- 


edge as to what it does to him,

Japan’s puppet State of Manchou- 
kuo, and upon Inner Mongolia. The 
Trans-Siberian railway, which 
skirts Lake Baikal, continues 
through the Buryat Republic 
and then for a thousand miles 
runs close to Japanese territory, at 
some points only a few miles dis- 
tant. But it does not run in a 
straight line. At Khabarovsk, the 
headquarters of the Far Eastern 
Red Army, the line turns southward 
down Russia’s Maritime Province to 
Viadivostok. And Vladivostok is 
only a few hours by air from Ja- 
pan's great industrial centers. 


It is like a chess game. Man- 
choukuo and Mongolia are the 
pawns in that game. To the Japa- 
nese the Baikal area is Russia’s 
Queen. If she could take that piece, 
the game in the Far East might be 
nearly won. The vast wealth of Si- 
beria would be hers and, above all, 
Russia would be forced to relin- 
quish the Maritime Province, which 
Japan considers an ever-present 
threat to her security. 

Belief that this can be done, at 
least by those in the field, is then’ 
the cause both of the border inci- 
dents which periodically get into 
the headlines, and of Japan's ef- 
forts to shake the new regime in 
Outer Mongolia by stirring up the 
dispossessed lamas. 


There is no doubt that Japan has 
her agents among these people. She 
has, indeed, confessed to harboring 
a scheme for an “independent” 
Mongolia which should unite the 
2,000,000 Mongols living in Man- 
choukuo, the 1,500,000 Mongols of 
Inner Mongolia, the 750,000 of 
Outer Mongolia and the 500,000 in 
the Buryat who are at present 
Russian citizens. 


Japan has even promised the feu- 
dal lords of Inner Mongolia the 
whole Province of Hsingan if they 
will further this scheme. The stakes 
in this mighty chess game are enor- 
mous and are not all political. S- 
beria, as a whole, is the richest re- 
gion in the world still largely unex- 
ploited. In area it is larger than 
all Europe together and, if much of 
it is uninhabitable, the resources of 
other ‘parts are incalculable. Apart 
from its inexhaustible fisheries and 
timber, it has coal and minerals in 
profusion, cattle and grain lands 
by the million acres. 

Outer Mongolia, which Russia 
must continue to control if she is 
to hold her Eastern Empire, is also 
not negligible economically. It is 
chiefly cattle country and gives 
Russia exclusive access to its hides 
and wool, the latter of which in 
particular she needs. It is also Rus- 
sia’s fourth most important foreign 
market, 

Lake Baikal stretches almost to 
the Lena River and its gold fields, 
with all the great industrial and 
power developments which are tak- 
ing place there. 


The strategic importance of Out- 
er Mongolia, however, is the domi- 
nant factor. To the Japanese, Outer 
Mongolia is the key to Baikal and 
the cutting of communication be- 
tween Moscow and the Far East. 
To the Russians, Outer Mongolia is 
the corridor to China and the still 
unexploited parts of Asia. | 

Nothing is certain, but the sands 
appear to be running out from the 
Japanese hour-glass. Time favors 
the Russians. To begin with, the 
‘Far Eastern District is rapidly be- 
coming impregnable from the mili- 
tary viewpoint. No longer is it an 
army 6000 miles from its base 
which could be cut off and starved 
out.

every year sees more enthusiasts 
for the regime. 

Finally, to make assurance dou- 
bly sure, a new railway line is be- 
ing pushed forward which does not 
skirt this ticklish frontier. From 
Krasnoyarsk on the Yenisei River 
it runs through the taiga north of 
Lake Baikal to Komsomolsk, where 
it joins the line up the Amur Val- 
ley from Khabarovsk. Character- 
istically enough Komsomolsk is a 
town being built entirely by young 
people and, as its name indicates, 
it is called after the Communist 
Youth Organization. 

The young Japanese officers in 
the field see only across the border. 
The plums are fat and ripe and 
their confidence is great. Border 
‘incidents’ result. But Moscow will 
not fight over incidents, not even 
when they assume the character of 
a small invasion such as that of 
last March, 

Only if Outer Mongolia is at- 
tacked will Russia fight, as Stalin 
announced six months ago. Since 
then a mutual assistance pact be- 
tween the two countries has been 
made public. 

So now they know in Tokio. There 
can be no stealthy approach to Bai- 
kal by maneuver. Its price must 
be a long and costly war and that, 
it becomes increasingly certain, 
Japan will not venture upon alone. 
From a pawn Outer Mongolia has 
become a chief piece on the board 
and effectively protects Baikal, 
Russia’s Queen.

THE FOLKLORE OF CAPITALISM. By Thur- 
man W. Arnold. (Yale University Press, 


WO years ago a young Yale law 
professor, lately out of Bill Nye’s 
Laramie, Wyo., published a book 
which was received as few books 
have been received by discriminat- 
ing readers in the impinging fields 
of economics and political science. 
Elmer Barnes pronounced it 
“one of the most realistic, devas- 
tating and constructively critical 
books to appear in our generation.” 
Harold Laski found it “the kind of 
book which no one who seeks pa- 
tiently to weigh its arguments will 
ever be likely to forget.” To Stuart 
Chase it was at once “brilliant” and 
“merciless,” and the pitfall of lan- 
guage which it pointed out to him 
was one of the influences that led 
Mr, Chase to write his latest book, 
also reviewed on this page. 

This second book by Thurman 
Arnold, “The Folklore of Capital- 
ism,” follows swiftly but surefoot- 
edly along the trail opened up by 
his “Symbols of Government.” The 
trail, however, is now greatly 
broadened and it runs much deeper 
into the dense wilderness of human 
motivations and activities.

When 
the book is closed and the reader 
reviews it in his mind, a dozen or 
more passages compete for first 
favor. Among those which stand 
out are the ones on the folklore of 
the businessman and the willful 
blindness of the scholars of the 
University of Paris who, in their 
“search” after universal truth, 
placed their ban upon medical rem- 
edies which came in conflict with 
their principles. And Mr. Arnold 
finds many medieval Parisian 
scholars in the capitalist system of 
his own day.

Each chapter opens with a pithy 
statement of its contents. For ex- 
ample, that on the “malevolence of 
taxation by the government” is 
characterized thus: “In which is 
discussed the curious myth that 
permanent public improvements, 
conservation of resources, utiliza- 
tion of idle labor, and distribution 
of available goods are a burden on 
posterity if accomplished by an or- 
ganization called ‘government’

It is evident on every page that 
the one-time member of the Lara- 
mie Rotary Club thoroughly en- 
joyed the writing of this book.

Nine times 
out of 10 he will rush out and 
“drown the horror” of the picture 
at the nearest bar. 


Alcoholism, the authors explain, 
is always a symptom of some men- 
tal or physical maladjustment. Fre- 
quently, they say, it is the symptom 
of a psychic conflict. For example, 
an individual finds within hiniself 
impulses that are incompatible with 
the ideals of society. Because these 
impulses are repugnant to his ego, 
he has feelings of inferiority that 
make it difficult for him to cope 
with life’s responsibilities. Alcohol, 
being a narcotic, not a stimulant, 
deadens those higher self-critical 
faculties of the central nervous sys- 
tem which we lump under the term 
“conscience.” The fearful, ineffi- 
cient man drugs himself with alco-

Reviews His Life 
ONE AMERICAN. By Frazier Hunt. (Simon 

Schuster, New York.) 


OME few men of every genera- 
G tion seem to be favored by cir- 

cumstance, and Frazier Hunt 
has been among that choice num- 
ber. Born in the Middle West, 
brought up in the leisurely atmos- 
phere of a characteristic American 
village, vouchsafed a thrilling two 
years in Mexico while still young 
enough to be captivated by its ro- 
mance, he had become proprietor 
of a small-town newspaper when 
still in his twenties. But all this 
was merely an apprenticeship to 
life. Somehow he made the jump 
to New York, went to France as a 
war correspondent, followed the 
American troops beyond the Arctic 
circle to send home the story of 
their purposeless war at Archangel, 
and then became the first Amer- 
ican newspaperman to penetrate 
into the darkness of revolution-torn 
Russia. 


Henceforth his star rode con- 
stantly at zenith. He interviewed 
Lenin, Sun Yat-sen, and Gandhi, 
three men whose names history 
will couple with the reawakening of 
half the world’s population. He had 
wild adventures in Siberia and ad- 
ministered a dressing-down to 
Chang Hseugh-liang, the young 
Marshal of North China. He was 
entertained by Pancho Villa, and 
shot craps on the kitchen table 
with the Prince of Wales. He 
watched the Soviet Union grow 
from a hopeless chaos into a strong, 
self-sufficient nation.

Against a background of the 
Chicago Ghetto, she has drawn a 
group of credible and appealing 
characters who bend over machines 
and pressing irons in their small 
sweatshops 12 to 18 hours a day, 
tailoring the suits and coats that 
go to clothe America’s women. 
Among the younger tailors at the 
turn of the century there is a grad- 
ual awakening to class conscious- 
ness. This unrest is most apparent 
in the life of Sam Karensky, on 
whose youth the theories of Marx, 
Engels and Lassalle act as intoxi- 
cants. Pitifully, time after time, 
the tailors’ union breaks down un- 
der the necessity of earning bread 
for the day, even at a sweatshop 


wage. 


As the men who are young in the 
movement to improve conditions 
among tailors graduate from the 
ranks of the working class to that 
of bosses or real estate agents and 
gain a modicum of personal pros- 
perity, they cease to participate di- 
rectly in the struggle. At last the 
prime idealist, Sam Karensky, 
leaves the tailors and their prob- 
lems behind and, still trying to con- 
vince himself that he is serving the 
common people, accepts a rich 
living from real estate. But 
always his conscience hurts a 
little because others have tak- 
en his place as leader of 
the Chicago tailors. After years 
have passed, he undertakes to 
direct the New York Garment Mak- 
rs’ Union, only to find that prob- 
lems have become much more com- 
plex, and, most bitter of all, that 
he is an old man, no longer able to 
fight.

Miss Bisno has made a penetrat- 
ing study of the idealist, his evolu- 
tion, his reaction to the world, and 
his influence on the life around 
him. The writing is not always flu- 
ent, often presenting large blocks 
of material that are rawly summar- 
ized rather than indicated in the 
natural development of the story. 
Nevertheless, Miss Bisno has pre- 
sented a sincere and authentic 
study of a phase of American life 
on which she is well qualified to 
speak.

NE reason for the prevalent 

misuse of the language is an 

‘attitude on the part of many 
speakers and writers akin to that of 
Humpty Dumpty, as explained to 
Alice: “When I use a word, it means 
just what I choose it to mean.” 
There are others who use words 
with only the cloudiest notions of 
their meaning. Hearers and read- 
ers, on the other hand, often have 
vague and widely differing defini- 
tions for the verbiage hurled at 
them. And many words, including, 
unfortunately, those most preferred 
for eloquent appeals, have become 
ap frayed and worn by loose usage 
as to be meaningless. 

> > * 

The resultant failure of minds to 
meet perturbs Stuart Chase. To a 
writer who has tried to make eco- 
nomics less mysterious for the aver- 
age reader, it was naturally discon- 
certing to discover the unreliability 
of his instruments of communica- 
tion. He was delighted, therefore, 
to find that specialists had delved 
into the problem and made of it a 
young science; semantics, the study 
of word meanings. His book is an 
introduction to this science, a sum- 
mary for the layman of its findings, 
plus some commonsense sugges- 
tions by Mr. Chase for its use by 
writers and speakers as well as 
audiences. 

Too many words, the semanticists 
find, are used without thought of a 
referent, defined as “the object or 
situation in the real world to which 
the word or label refers.” These 
are the abstractions which cause in- 
exactitudes, misunderstandings and 
general failure of communication.

With all the enthusiasm of dis- 
covery, Mr. Chase urges semantics 
as a cure for many of our ills. He 
envisages a generation trained in 
this science: clear-eyed citizens who 
always seek the referent and thus 
penetrate the platitudes of their 
leaders, dethrone the stuffed shirts, 
gauge trends accurately, form 
sound judgments. All this boils 
down, semantics or no semantics, to 
a plea for acute curiosity and 
healthy skepticism, tolerance, ra- 
tionalism, a search for full details 
before forming opinions, realism in 
making appraisals. A population 
so equipped would certainly be more 
self-reliant and probably happier, 
but the attainment is no simple 
matter. 

* > 

For one thing, the semantic dis- 
cipline is probably the world’s most 
difficult. Even the most strong- 
willed practitioner is likely to find 
himself slipping ‘into vague ver- 
balisms (“blabs,” Mr. Chase calls 
them). The writer himself perpe- 
trates a high-order abstraction in 
the title of his book. The rigid re- 
quirements nevertheless set up a

His 
visit coincided with that of a young Polish 
woman, who, by an even more pertinent 
coincidence, was likewise detached, and 
seems to have been taking time out for a 
breathing spell at the spa before: she de- 
cided to become “attached” again. 
Jeanette Suchestov is the daughter of Jon- 
as and Anna Kranz, who still have a veget- 
able market in Cracow. As a sales girl in 
Berlin she met and married a distant rela- 
tive, Benjamin Suchestov of Drohobycsz, Po- 
land. Their son, Joseph, was born in 1929, 
but a few years later they were divorced 
and Jeanette returned to the Cracow Kranz 
home—and the Kranz market. 

But she kept up her correspondence with 


her former husband. Less than a year ago 
she was hinting at reconciliation. In July 
she left Cracow with the explanation that 
she was going back to her husband. But 
she wanted first to spend a few weeks in 
the Italian resort. 

Prince Michel heard that a country woman 


was staying at the resort; he saw for himself 


that she was more than merely attractive. 
And early in November their notice of intent 


to wed was published at Prszygodzice, one 


of the ancient seats of his family. 

That alone might have roused protest. But 
coupled with it -was the announcement of 
Prince Michel's plan to adopt little Joseph. 
and to give Jeanette a wedding gift of $300,- 
000 cash. 

Stirred up by his second wife, the Polish 
District Attorney of Ostrowo began an in- 
vestigation of the possibility that bigamy 
was involved. The penalty under Polish 


law runs up to a maximum sentence of five 


years. 

A few days later the Radziwills sued in 
Warsaw to test his mental responsibility. 
Success would mean that he would be found 
insane, his transactions invalidated and a 
guardian appointed to manage his estates 
and all his affairs. 

On December 18 witnesses gathered for 
the first hearing in the court at Warsaw. 
Prince Michel did not appear. At the insti- 
gation of Prince Janusz search was made of 
his estates. No trace was found, except that 
he and Jeanette had been at Antonin for a 
while after the announcement of their in- 
tent to wed. 

On that day a London coroner, at the in- 
quest in Mary Atkinson's death, was scoring 
Prince Michel for leaving her stranded and 
penniless at Danzig without answering her 
letters. 

She was well known in London as the 
Princes companion. Last year she had 
lived in a suite at the Savoy Hotel, and rid- 


don about town with him in a Rolls-Royce. 


But when‘she returned last November she 
took a small room in Leinster-gardens. 


HE had pawned her jewels. Her hotel 
bill rose to more than $50. She avoided 
the public rooms, had her meals taken 

up. No one saw her except the chamber- 
maid and the waitress—-who, taking break- 
fast to her on December 17, found the door 
locked, with no-response to her knock. 

Miss Atkinson lay across her bed, a bul- 
let wound in her head, a revolver by her 
side. On her dressing table was a note to 
her solicitor, Bernard Lazarus. 

Lazarus, who had lent her $100 on her 
arrival in London and sought aid for her 
at the Foreign Office, the Polish Embassy 
in London and the British Consulate in War- 
saw, told his story at the inquest. 

In 1928, when Miss Atkinson was 40 and 
just after Prince Radziwill had bought 


zaharoff's interest in the Casino, she had 
taken employment as his secretary, com- 
panion and nurse, with an agreed salary of 
a guinea a day. She told Lazarus that since 
her expenses were paid, she rarely needed 
to draw on her salary, and had the impres- 
sion that it was accruing for her demand 
when needed in a Warsaw bank. “She 
lived a life of greatest luxury,” he said in 
coroner's court. 

“Her work took her among the Prince's 
wealthy friends on the Riviera,” London re- 
porters were informed. “She spent her life 
in palaces. The Prince treated her like his 
daughter.” 

And then last October, Lazarus told the 
Coroner, she was notifed that her passport 
had expired and she could not remain with 
him in Poland. Prince Radziwill, he con- 
tinued, promised to meet her in Danzig, but 
failed to do so or to answer her letters. Aft- 
er two weeks she pawned her jewelry, went 
on to London and commissioned Lazarus to 
obtain her money from Poland. Then she 
learned that little more than $300 stood to 
her account in Warsaw, and it was under 
the control of an attorney who, owing to 
some financial disagreement with the Prince, 
insisted that he had a prior claim. 

Prince Radziwill, unavailable for the san- 
ity court in Warsaw, was in Monte Carlo. 
London reporters called him here. He de- 
nied that he had deserted her. 

“Il was very, very fond of her,” he said. 
“The trouble was she was not permitted to 
remain in Poland. There was never any 
question of my marrying her. She was en- 
gaged to someone else. 

“Miss Atkinson and I parted the best of 
friends. When she left me she was well 
provided for financially. I believed she had 
funds in both England and Poland. 

We had a very deep devotion for each 
other. The poor woman would be with me 
still if it were not for the law, which made 
it impossible for her to enter Poland. I! 


wrote to Miss Atkinson not long ago, a busi- 
ness letter. I never had a reply, but I am 
sure my letter had no connection with the 
tragedy.”

The bushes from which 
they came had been planted by her hands. 

At the moment, while the Warsaw court 
was searching for him, the Ostrowo court 
had gone ahead with an order to delay, if 
not finally to destroy, all his plans and 
Jeanette's. It appointed Count Alfred Chic- 
powski, his neighbor and former Ambassc- 
dor to Paris, as temporary guardian and ad- 
ministrator.

Another interesting medicament, found not 
only in the Oriente region, but also among 
certain coastal aborigines, is a high vitamin 
oll rendered from the bodies of grubs found 
in the roots and trunks of several species 
of palm trees. Certainly this would seem to 
be based on the most modern therapeutic 
standards! After a crude process of refine- 
ment this “bottled sunlight” of the jungle as 
effectively builds the patient's resistance 
against pulmonary infection as do our own 
carefully prepared high vitamin fish oils. 


N ADDITION to the drugs and remedies 

already listed, the huge natural store 

house of the Amazon Valley provides its 
bronse-skinned children with scores of other 
remedies and medicines. Some of them are 
known to us and, I suspect, just as many 
are yet to be discovered by civilization. 

Cocaine (derived from the coca plant) and 
quinine are, of course, two of the best 
known drugs originating in South America. 
There are also, among the lesser known 
medicaments, toothache remedies, bodily un- 
guents, skin hardeners, natural sun tan oils, 
and several different ointments and skin 
dyes used for protection against flies and 
other insects. A lush and vital nature also 
provides the Indians with medicines sup- 
posed to be dfficacious against snake bite 
and against fever, at least one vermifuge (a 
worm medicine), several species of moss 


used for dressing wounds, and—on the dark- 
er side of things—various interesting poisons 
and aphrodisiacs. 

So, all in all, the jungle gives to the 
jungle wise quite a well-stocked drug store. 
Every article in it carries the same price 
tag:—the skill and knowledge necessary to 
pick it down from nature's shelves. At the 
very least, the pharmacopoeia of the Ama- 
zon is able, adequately, to take care of all 
the ordinary ills and accidents which occur 
among the native jungle dwellers.

Indeed, apart from their medical activities 
they are curiously potent figures, these 
jungle magic men. All too frequently they

But, at that, the witchman dealing in life

N THE darker side of their cult, the 
Amazonian brujos care past masters 
in the useful, if sometimes deadly, 
art of auto-suggestion . . . that uncanny form 
of psychic control which we moderns are 
coming to employ as a therapeutic agent. 
Potently helpful as jungle auto-suggestion 
is, however, it also has its seamier side, 
which we might. well think of as being a sort 
of witch doctor malpractice. Not infrequent- 
ly Indians are “bewitched” and made ill or 
otherwise incapacitated, and it is sometimes 
said that death may even be caused by 
auto-suggestion. ) 
Where malicious psychic influence oc- 
curs among primitive people it is quite often 
referred to as the “evil eye,” but in the 
Napo region it is known as the “death fing- 
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To add to its primitive potency, the auto- 
suggestive power of the witchman is great- 
ly strengthened by a belief in his ability 
to transform himself into an animal. In this 
part of South America, tradition and legend 
give the witchmen the power to take the 
form of a jaguar, at will, with the coming 
of night.

Mrs. Edward Owens was speaking in the 
cheerless four-room flat in which she lives 
with her second husband and her six other 
children. The words fell from lips that al- 
most mumbled in their hopelessness. Her 
eyes were red-rimmed and blurred by tears. 
Her hands were rough, gnarled by many 
years of arduous housework. A child in 
shabby clothing slipped into the room, stood 
wide-eyed a moment and vanished silently. 

Mrs. Owens doesn’t know what to think 
about Genevieve. She would like to say 
that she went bod because of Mrs. Sohl, 
but long before they met in the Newark 
House of Detention the oldest of the Owens’ 

children was the neighborhood problem 
child. Her father disappeared when she 
was 2 years old.

Big 
boned with short clipped light brown hair 
and broad shoulders she took to wearing 
boys pants and lumber jack sweaters. I 
she couldn't excel in looks or charm she'd 
be an athlete. 


“She has the face of a person who would 
excel in almost anything.” said Probation Di- 
rector Joseph P. Murphy. “She has courage. 
It might just as well have been directed in 
the right direction.” 

The boys did not find Ethel attractive so 
she went in for sports that put her on an im- 
personal basis with them. She practiced 
shooting at targets and became better with 
a .32 caliber revolver than any of the men 
who came to her house.

T WAS there she met Genevieve. Mrs. 
Strouse, ill in bed, blames the hus- 
band William for her daughter's plight. 

“My gitl was always a good clean gir! 
until she married William,” she said. 1 
had hoped that with William in jail Ethel 
would again be the girl I had raised—my 
own little girl. It's all his fault.” 

But Frank Sohl, father of William, blames

When he announced, a few days ago, that 
be was going to seek the Republican nom- 
ination, he looked much younger than his 
years and his eyes sparkled as he talked 
about entering the lists for another joust in 
the State so well known for the bitterness 
| Of its political battles. 
| There is nothing that he likes better than 
a good political fight. Friends say he'd get 
more pleasure out of losing a tough fight 
man he would winning an easy one. Wheth- 
er this is cn exaggeration or not, it appears 
that he'll have a real fight this time. How- 
wer, Pinchot feels that it can be no tough- 
er than the one in 1930 when he won the 
Governorship despite the great Vare ma- 
Chine, the many wealthy men who regarded 
him as d menace to business, and the rising 
tide of the repeal movement which boded 
lll for an out-and-out dry like Pinchot. After, 
that election, he remarked that it showed 
‘ntrolled vote, powerful as it was, could not 
_ Win every time. 
Political writers have said that Pinchot, a 
ed lean mon with gray hair, mus- 
leche of the 1890 type, and an ascetic face, 
Most likely would have been an anchorite 
n an earlier age.

In his 
Youth, immediateely after graduation from 
Yale where he studied forestry, Pinchot cru-

i the Philippines to inspect the forests and

During the next several years he served on

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returning from school one evening, he

Painters in France, offering free instruc- 
tion, had tried to make an artist of him, but 
he had stuck to music and had gone far 
when Miss Nevins met him in Frankfort in 
1884.

Liszt's encouragement and sponsorship he 
had played one of his own works at the big 


annual meeting of German musicians, had 


had his first compositions published, and 
had begun to take private pupils, one of 
whom was Miss Nevins. 


HEY were 23 years old. Miss Nevins’ 
: initial disappointment gave way to a 
| keener and keener appreciation of a 
teacher without a great gray beard. When 
she returned to this country he followed. On 
July 21, 1884, at Waterford, Connecticut, 
they were married. 

They wanted to go back to Europe for 
their honeymoon. But how? Such things 
took money. There was, suggested the 
bride, the family silver. MacDowell was 
horrified. But after all, argued Mrs. Mac- 
Dowell, her family—most of their silver had 
come down as heirlooms on her side—would 
have wanted them to have the most pleas- 
ure they could get from it; considered on 
any other grounds, it was so much useless 
metal. And if they could get happiness by 
pawning it for d honeymoon abroad 
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five commissions, being chairman in 1908 
of the National Conservation Commission. 
President Theodore Roosevelt fhen made him 
chief of the Bureau of Forestry in the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Taft continued 
him in the office. Under Roosevelt he was 
one of the romantic young men who gave 
glamour to the Theodorean court. 

But he was dismissed in 1910 after a dis- 
pute with his superior,-Secretary Ballinger, 
who, he charged, was out of sympathy with 
conservation to such an extent that he inter- 
preted the law in the interest of the claim- 
ant whenever possible. The dismissal made 
no difference to Pinchot and he kept up his 
fight. Ballinger resigned a few months 
later. 

Feeling that he was fairly well grounded 
in politics by now, young Pinchot made his 
first attempt for a major political office in 
1914, campaigning as a Bull Moose for the 
Republican nomination as United States Sen- 
ator from Pennsylvania. Senator Boies Pen- 
rose gave him a terrible beating. 


7 GS went quietly for a few months 
and then Pinchot went to France to 
help his sister, Lady Allan Johnson, 

set up a British hospital unit in the theater 
of operations. After that he became a spe- 
cial agent for the United States to do war re- 
lief work among the Belgians, but Germany, 
on learning that he had a British sister, ex- 
pelled him. When the United States entered 
the war, Pinchot became a member of the 
Federal Food Commission. After the war he 
was appointed State Forest Commissioner of 
Pennsylvania, a post he held until 1922 
when he quit to run for the Governorship. 
He defeated the Republican machine and 
won the nomination and the election. His 
Democratic opponent, John A. McSparran, 
became a firm friend and campaigned for 
him in 1930. 

As Pinchot's four-year term was drawing 
to a close in 1926, the Governor entered into 
d three-cornered fight with Vare and Pepper 
for the Senatorial seat he had sought in 
1914. Again he took another severe beat- 
ing, emerging.a poor third. Pinchot then 
refused to issue the customary certificate of 
election to Vare, telling the Senate that the 
seat had been partly bought and partly stol- 
en. The Senate, taking note of his campaign 
expenses, refused to seat Vare.

They went abroad. After a few months 
in Germany, they took a little room in a lit- 
tle hotel in London. One extravagance they 
could not forego—Henry Irving and Ellen 
Terry in the plays of Shakespeare, the di- 
tect inspiration for some of his best known 
work. 

“I used to go and sit in the park, leaving 
him alone in our shabby room, so that he 
would be left completely without distrac- 
tion,” Mrs. MacDowell relates. “Fortunate- 
ly, I knew that all creative artists must 
work in solitude, and my husband was no 
exception.” 

She has applied that knowledge in her 
life work to the aid of many famous Amer- 
icans. But that is getting ahead of the 
story. 

His fame spread. Their slender income 
grew the family silver had served the pur- 
pose of its exile and could now come home 
—and they could take a cottage at Weis- 
baden, near the forest, for three happy and 
fruitful years. In 1888 his growing popular- 
ity at home demanded their return. In 1896 
began his unfortunate experience as profes- 
sor of music in Columbia University, where

spent their summers. There, in a log cabin 
a distance from the main house, most of his 
later compositions took form. That he was 
able to go on producing as he did in the 
distractions of the university years, biogra- 
phers are agreed, was due to her foresight 
in that acquisition—only one item, it seems, 
in q continuous and vigilant devotion to him 
and to his opportunity to give his best, un- 
distracted, to the world. 


HE had dropped her aspirations as a 
pianist upon their marriage and 
learned to cook; poured all her ener- 

gies and all her thought into being a good 
companion and a thoughtful wife. She had 
c warm touch as a hostess which dissolved 
a certain shyness in her husband and drew 
many musical people to their home, at first 
in Boston and later in New York, where they 
continued to reside after his resignation from 
the university. 

“We were just a pair of youngsters,” she 
smiles, recalling those early days in Bos- 
ton — poor but divinely happy because we 
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failing to keep Pinchot from getting the nom- 
ination, the Vare machine threw its strength 
to the Democratic nominee. Nevertheless, 
Pinchot won by 58,670 votes. Much credit 
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were together. I studied cooking instead of 
the piano, and I can never forget how 
thrilled I was if guests complimented my 
dinners. We had guests quite often. The 
composers, George Chadwick and Arthur 
Foote, and the Boston Symphony conduc- 
tors, Gericke and then Nikisch, sat at our 
table. I attended to most of the social activi- 
ties, for Edward was shy by nature; people 
had to come to him.” 

In 1905, after MacDowell had returned to 
private teaching, his health broke. He died 
January 23, 1908. His wife was left alone, 
to face the ultimate dread of all wives, and 
husbands, too, bereft of the object of that 
devotion which had been her whole life 
for nearly 25 years. 

Her solution was to sublimate, to extend 
that care to other artists who needed to be 
out of the world for a while to work. She 
had learned how to manage that escape for 
her husband, and she had the refuge in her 
place at Peterboro. Here she would esfab- 
lish the MacDowell Colony, where men and 
women who had something to give the world 


for the victory goes to Pinchot's wife, herself 
an old campaigner in politics and on the 
labor front where she frequently joins the 
pickets. A daughter of one of New York's 
firat families, wealthy and influential in her 
own right, her doctrine is: Union victories 
make America a better place to live in.

After returning, when a reporter asked 
him about his hobbies, Pinchot said: “I am 
an inveterate movie fan.

Apparently Successful Experiments Carried on With Large Numbers of Birds and Beasts 
—Some Too Mean to Be Handled in Other Ways.

BUDAPEST. 


HE ill-tempered swan who used his big bill, powerful wings and sturdy webbed feet on visitors, the mis- 

chievous monkey who often led his keepers a merry chase, and even the lion whose majestic tempera- 

ment forbade anything but royal treatment, all have been made the docile victims of the hypnotic eye 

of a Hungarian doctor who has been experimenting at the Budapest Zoo recently. The curators of the 

zoo have put their whole stock of birds and beasts at the disposal of Dr. Francis Voelgyesi as evidence 

of their trust in his ability. Naturally, his hynotic experiments are carried on with few persons about in 
order that the subject's attention will not be distracted. He began with the birds, using what appeared to be the 
old farm yard stunt of placing a fowl on its back and stroking its breast bone until the subject remained motionless. 
This method, of course, is not regarded as true hypnotism. The dignified old stork and the bad tempered swan both 
succumbed easily to this treatment. The decidedly nervous fox and the bear, who was known as a somewhat crusty 
individual, also went into a trance after similar treatment. The monkey followed suit. 

Then, according to keepers, the doctor fixed his gaze on an owl known to be quite unruly. The owl's wings 
fluttered in rage, then slowly subsided and drooped. Dr. Voelgyesi grabbed the bird by the feet, carefully cover- 
ing the raszor-like talons, unceremoniously dumped the ow] onto its back, and gave it a little of the breast stroking 
treatment. That was all as far as the owl was concerned. Then he tackled the lion. After he had gazed into its 
eyes for a few moments, it sank to the floor of its cage. Dr. Voelgyesi had won his hardest victory.
